Believing that the future progress and prosperity of Mason County de-

You will not be expected to put up a cent of money now; but. you must 
properly care for the Heifer and pay for It later and all the Increase and 
profit will be yours. 

About $100 will be given away In prises to the boys getting the best re- 
sults, with their Heifers, at the exhibition to be bald In the fall of Kit.

and he read his report. A very Inter- 
esting report was given, showing that 
the work of the church down In the 
pennyrole country is on the move. A 
distance of 137000 miles was traveled 
by Rev. Shepherd during the year and 
331 sermons preached. All will agree 
that this is enough to keep any heal- 
thy man busy. Thla Is Brother Shep- 
heard's first year as a District Super- 
intendent. 

Rev. William Jones gave his report 
as Sunday School Missionary for the 
Conference. The work of the- Sunday 
Schools has developed greatly through 
the efforts of Brother Jones. 

The report of Rev. J. T. Martin, 
missionary evangelist for Southeast- 
ern Kentucky, was next given. The 
work of Rev. Martin as planned at the 
last annual Conference was sort of an 
experiment. Five hundred dollar* 
missionary money was set aside for 
the work. This has proven an excel- 
lent Investment according to the re- 
port of Rev. Martin. Sixteen new con- 
gregations have been organized In that 
section of Kentucky and four circuits 
will likely be formed and pastors ap- 
pointed to take care of them at this 
Conference. Relative to this work 
Rev. Harrop took tho floor ana made 
one of the strongest speeches of the 
Conference in the interest of the work 
During this talk he referred to the 
fact that with all the organization of 
the church there had been an Increase 
of only 438 members since 1890. He 
said there muBt be something wrong 
with us preachers and suggested that 
it would not be out of place for them 
to do a little repenting for neglect of 
duties. Another matter of interest in 
the speakers remarks was that in this 
period of time there had been 150 
preachers transferred out of the Con- 
ference and none received in return 
And nearly all have made good. He 
suggester that the missionary society 
could well spend twenty-thousand dol- 
lars a year In Kentucky to train young 
preachers for the rest of the church. 
There Is no shortage of preachers In 
the Kentucky Conference. Twelve or 
fifteen young men are up for admis- 
sion this year. Further comparisons 
for the church between the years 1890 
and 1917; 242 church buildings then, 
293 now; $11,917 dollars pastoral sup- 
port then, $20,736 now; an Increase of 
$3,460 in benevolences. An average 
Increase of $50 In salaries for the last 
year. The speaker then refrred to the 
need of work In the mining camps of 
the mountain section. Camps are be- 
ing opened up continuously with most 
of the miners out of the church. He 
said a large corporation had Just re- 
cently purchased 14,000 acres of land 
near Harlan and on It would be built 
a model town and a town would not be 
a model town without a Methodist 
preacher. A great force for good In 
this section according to the speaker 
is Union College. This Institution la 
doing a remarkablt work for the young 
men and women of this section. 

Revs. E. L Shepherd and William 
Jones also spoke of the need of de- 
veloping the work of the church In 
this section. 

An auditing committee consisting of 
E. P. Hall, H. D. Cooper and Charles 
Mitchell was appointed to adult the 
pastors reports. 

Rev. H. H. Meyer addressed the Con- 
ference again on another phase of the 
Sunday school work. 

Rev. W. A. Robinson, D. D , repre- 
senting Christ Hospital of Cincinnati 
was Introduced and addressed the 
Conference In tho Interest of that In- 
stitution. 

Bishop Anderson reported the re- 
ceipt of a check for $400 from Secre- 
tary Hlngley of the Board of Confer- 
ence Claimants to be used in pension- 
ing the old preachers. 

Drs. J. D. Walsh, J. N. Eaaon and 
Rev. A. F. Felts were appointed a 
committee to bring In nominations for 
the Conference Board of Education. 

According to announcement Rev. J. 
D. Walsh preached his seml-centen- 
lal sermon. His subject waa "Kings, 
Kingdoms and Peace" taking aa his 
text the second Psalm. The sermon 
waa a truly great production, Just 
such a sermon as we all knew Dr. 
Walsh could preach after sueh a long 
experience in the ministry. Dr. Walsh

The Medical Department works bread, and the like, 
along two distinct lines: First, It 



tries to keep everyone In the Army 
in good health, and for this purpose 
keeps close watch of the cleanliness 
of camps and buildings, of the quality 
and cooking of food, and the like; sec- 
ond, it provides ambulances, hospitals, 
and medical service for the proper 
care of sick or wounded men. The 
Medical Department includes the Den- 
tal Corps, the Hospital Corps, and the 
Nurse Corps. Its officers are experi- 
enced physicians who have passed rig- 
Id examinations. Its enlisted men are 
chiefly engaged in the difficult and 
Often dangerous work of rescuing the 
wounded and transporting them to 
field and base hospitals. 

Just as every man in the Army car- 
ries intrenching tools so that he may 
protect himself without the help of 
the Engineer Corps when necessary, 
so he also carries a "first-aid packet." 
so that he may in an emergency per- 
form some of the duties of the Medical 
Department. Every soldier learns 
how to give dressing and treatment 
to his own wounds when he Is able to 
do so, and how to assist wounded 
comrades ,UHtil men from the Medical 
Department arrive. 

Medical Department Efficiency 

The Medical Department of the 
American Army is regarded as one of 
the best in the world. A soldier may 
feel assured he will receive every pos- 
sible attention In case of need. The 
percentage of recoveries from wounds 
In the hospitals manned by Americans 
during the European War has been 
exceptionally high. 

The Quartermaster Corps Is the 
business manager of the Army. It 
furnishes food, clothing, and most

In the actual theater of war the am- 
niuntlon service is under the control 
or the Field Artillery. Hringing up 
supplies of ammunition to troops and 
to bateries in action is one of the most 
essential of all duties on the battle 
field. The wagons or trucks carrying 
ammunition must be driven when ne- 
cessary within easy reach of the firing 
line. Sometimes there Is an oppor- 
tunity here for the display of re- 
sourcefulness and courage rar above 
the ordinary requirements of the ser- 
vice. 

At the syond Battle of Ypres in 
April, 1!(15, the Third Battery in the 
Third Brigade of the Canadian Field 
Artillery galloped Into position within 
a few hundred yards of the German 
front, where they did gallant work 
fighting against overwhelming odds 
to hold back the enemy's onslaught. 
After a time It became necessary to 
bring up high explosive shells. One 
of the Canadian gunners tells how 
they were brought. 

"The ammunition wagon containing 
them came galloping across the open 
field under a heavy fire, the men lash- 
ing their horses and yelling like mad. 
The horges were simply crazed. Some 
or them had been hit with bullets, and 
when they neared our guns the men 
could not stop them. It looked as 
though they would go right on to the 
German lines There was only one 
thing to do: The rider of the leading 
horses drew his revolver and shot 
them dead. They went down, with 
the other horses and men and the 
wagon rolling over and over them 
With the high explosives shells we 
tore the trees to bits and left the 
whole place open ; then our Infantry, 
quickly following up the advantage, 
drove the Teutons back." 



New York, August 23— The Central 
Empires have more than 5,000,000 men 
on the Eastern and Western fronts, 
according to statistics made public to- 
day by Stephen Lausanne, head of the 
French Official Information Bureau. 

"According to official information 
received In Paris from the IluBsian 
General Staff", I-auzitnno said, "there 
arc actually on the Russian-Rouman- 
ian front 137 enemy divisions! ap- 
proximately 2,055.000 men), divided as 
follows: 

"Germany, 88 divisional MSO.000 
men.) 

"Austria-Hungary. 41 divisions 
(615,000 men.) 

"Turkey and Bulgaria, four each 
(about 60,000 men each.) 

"Of the 88 German divisions, how- 
ever. 12 only (180,000 men) are active, 
the others being Undwehr and Und- 
strura troops." 

As against these figures for the 
Eastern front, Lauzanne cited that the 
enemy has 148 divisions (2,220,000 
men) on the Western front, ot which 
more than 80 (1,200,000 men) are op- 
posed to the French.

WHEAT PRICE FIXES AT $2.20 



Representatives of the Producers Re- 
gan by Voting fnr a Price of $2«~>o 
a Hushel While Labor's Rep- 
resentatives Stood Ont for 
HJHi Rut Finally Com- 
promised on An- 
nounced Price. 

Washington, August 30— A price of 
$2.20 a bUBhel was fixed for the 1917 
crop of wheat by President Wilson to- 
night on the recommendations of the 
wheat price committee headed by Dr. 
H. A. Garfield. The basis will be 
number one northern wheat delivered 
at Chicago. 

The committee finally agreed late 
this afternoon, after several days of 
voting. At one time today it looked 
as if it would be unable to come to a 
conclusion but just before six o'clock 
a compromise was reached and the 
last vote was unanimous. 

Representatives of the producers 
began by voting lor a price of $2.50 
and labor's representatives for $1.84. 
The two extremes eventually narrow- 
ed down until the votes were only a 
few cents apart and most of today's 
voting showed only a slight difference. 
Both factions appeared uncompro- 
mising at the start. 

On the basis of $2.20 at Chicago the 
food administration worked out to- 
night differentials for the various 
grades and classes and for the sever- 
al terminals. 

The price fixed tonight is twenty 
cents higher than that named for the j 
1918 crop by congress in the food con-j 
trol bill. The $2.00 price set by Con- 
great was taken into consideration by , 
the committee in considering a fair 
valuation for this year's crop. 

In a statement accompanying the 
announcement of the price, President 
Wilton declares it is the hope of the 
food administration and his own as i 
well that the fixing of a price will 
stabilize the market and keep prices 
within moderate hounds for all trans- 
actions during the current year. 

The price of Hour, and bread, too, 
the President declares, will be kept 
down.

late the conscription act. 

Five witnesses appeared before the 
commissioner and testified that they 
had been given promises of exemption 
by Taylor if they voted in the pri- 
mary of August 4, ns requested by 
the sheriff. 

The case of County Judge J. W. 
Edwards, charged with being involved 
in tho alleged conspiracy with Tay- 
lor, was postponed until September 
8. He was released under $5,000 
bond.
